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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  total  budget  for  1955,  as  recommended  to  the  towns- 
people by  the  Finance  Committee,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$125,562.77.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $14,241.67  over 
the  1954  budget. 

A large  part  of  the  increase  is  in  the  School  Budget,  which 
shows  a gross  increase  of  $10,834.99  over  the  previous  year. 
This  is  principally  due  to  an  increase  in  tuition  rates  for  high 
school  pupils  of  $50.00  per  year,  for  a total  increase  in  tuition 
of  $5,370.00. 

Numerous  accounts  show  increases  over  last  year,  the 
largest  amounts  being  in  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services, 
Treasurer’s  Expense  and  the  Reserve  Account. 

In  past  years  the  Finance  Committee  has  kept  the  Reserve 
Account  low  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down.  This  year  we  agree 
with  the  amount  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
$1,500.00.  The  Excess  and  Deficiency  account  has  been  greatly 
depleted  in  the  past  two  years  and  the  budget  we  recommend 
this  year  was  adopted  with  the  hope  there  will  be  no  need 
for  further  depletion  of  this  account.  With  the  possibility 
of  a new  school  or  an  addition  to  the  present  school  facing 
the  town,  the  money  in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account 
will  be  sorely  needed. 

Although  this  budget  would  indicate  a tremendous  jump 
in  the  tax  rate,  there  are  a few  compensating  factors.  On  the 
School  Budget  the  gross  increase  of  $10,834.99  represents  a 
net  increase  in  cost  to  the  town  of  $7,796.72,  due  to  an  increase 
in  State  reimbursements.  There  will  be  an  increase  in  Esti- 
mated Receipts  of  about  $2,800.00  and  also  a favorable  balance 
on  the  Cherry  Sheet.  With  all  this,  we  expect  to  see  an  increase 
of  approximately  $8.00  in  the  tax  rate.  This  does  not  take  into 
consideration  any  additional  sums  that  may  be  added  by 
articles  on  the  warrant  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials  for  submitting  their 
reports  to  us  on  schedule  and  for  their  complete  cooperation.

ARTICLE  1.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Officers, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library,  including 
the  Dog  Fund,  Library  Easement,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $425.20  to  be  expended  in  the  suppressing  of  the 
gypsy  or  brown  tail  moths;  also,  $212.60  for  Dutch  Elm  disease 
control,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  cemeteries  and 
for  the  care  of  soldiers’  and  sailors’  graves,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  town  is  in  good  financial 
condition.  The  present  outstanding  debts  being  the  School 
Heating  System  and  the  Fire  Station  Notes.  The  1955  Welfare 
budget  calls  for  an  increase  in  the  aid  to  Dependent  Children, 
Veterans’  Services,  and  General  Relief  Accounts.  There  will  be 
a decrease  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Disability  Accounts. 

The  Water  System  and  the  Fire  Station  are  near  comple- 
tion except  for  the  grading  of  the  grounds.  We  are  asking  for 
an  increase  in  the  Town  Hall  Account  so  that  some  badly 
needed  repairs  may  be  made.  There  will  also  be  an  increase 
in  the  Chapter  90  Account  for  resurfacing  the  proportion  of 
Myricks  Street  which  was  widened  last  year.  We  petitioned 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  to  order  the  Railroad  to 
install  modern  traffic  signals  on  Padelford  Street;  a hearing 
was  held  and  we  are  waiting  for  a decision.  We  indorsed  the 
bill  which  was  adopted  by  the  State  to  preserve  the  Dighton 
Rock  as  a Memorial. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  establish  a 
Planning  Board  and  we  appointed  the  following  Committee 
to  act  in  our  behalf:

Effie  Robbins 
O.  de  Oliveira  Aguas 
Alfred  Howland 
Elwell  H.  Perry 

The  committee  gathered  statistics,  maps,  local  informa- 
tion, and  projects,  and  compiled  them  as  a library  for  use  of 
the  Planning  Committee  and  other  town  officials.  A large  base 
map  is  in  the  process  of  being  made;  it  will  include  roads, 
buildings,  and  other  useful  information.  They  were  active  on 
the  Dighton  Rock  Project,  and  recommend  that  a simple  zon- 
ing law  and  the  remaining  subdivisions  of  the  Municipal  Plan- 
ning Laws  be  adopted  by  the  town. 

We  thank  all  Town  Officials  and  others  for  their  excellent 
cooperation  in  conducting  the  Town’s  business  for  the  year.

SOCIAL  WORKER'S  REPORT 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
Town  of  Berkley,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 
1954  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  aged,  the  disabled,  the  dependent  young,  and  other 
needy  residents,  were  aided  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Disability  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and  General 
Relief  programs. 

A new  Medical  Care  Plan  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  became  effective  July  1,  1954  through- 
out the  Commonwealth.  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to  provide 
uniform  quantity  and  quality  of  medical  care  to  all  recipients 
of  public  assistance  who  live  in  Massachusetts. 

Old  Age  Assistance 

Our  case  load  under  this  public  assistance  program  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1954,  was  31. 

During  the  year,  six  persons  died;  one  voluntarily  with- 
drew his  assistance,  and  another  was  transferred  to  a public 
institution. 

The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  assistance  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1954,  were  as  follows:

Disability  Assistance 

Our  case  load  under  this  category  of  assistance  was  de- 
creased from  2 to  1 case,  during  the  year  1954. 

Because  of  decreased  medical  care  costs,  our  expenditures 
for  this  type  of  assistance  were  reduced  considerably.

There  is  no  liability  to  the  Town  for  this  aid,  because  3 
cases  have  a settlement  in  another  city,  and  one  case  is  with- 
out a settlement  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  is  known  as 
a “State”  case.

On  December  29,  1954  we  received  a letter  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Administration  in  which  we  were  informed 
of  the  revised  Fee  Schedule  for  Hospitalization  of  the  Medical 
Care  Plan.  This  schedule  is  effective  for  all  care  rendered  to 
public  assistance  patients  on  and  after  January  1,  1955.  Because 
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of  increased  per  diem  rates  at  hospitals  to  which  our  recipients 
are  admitted,  an  increase  in  costs  for  medical  care  may  be 
anticipated  in  1955. 

In  concluding  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1954,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Richard 
Perry,  Chairman;  Mr.  Harold  Ashley  and  Mr.  Eino  Silvan,  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare;  to  Mr.  Francis  Andrews,  Town 
Treasurer,  and  to  the  Representatives  of  the  Brockton  District 
Office,  for  their  splended  cooperation.

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

The  annual  listing  of  persons  20  years  of  age  and  older, 
residents  of  Berkley  January  1,  1954,  resulted  in  the  listing  of 
429  men  and  433  women  for  a total  of  862.  This  is  a decrease 
of  15  from  the  1953  listing  of  877. 

As  of  December  31,  1954,  the  town’s  voting  list  carried  a 
total  of  730  names,  including  372  men  and  358  women,  repre- 
senting an  increase  of  33  names  over  the  December  31,  1953 
total  of  697. 

Chapter  357  of  the  Acts  of  1954  as  passed  by  the  General 
Court  transfers  to  this  Board  the  duty  of  listing  all  dogs  owned 
by  inhabitants,  with  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  on  an 
owner  or  keeper  of  dogs  who  gives  false  information  when 
being  listed. 

Due  to  this  and  other  increases  in  the  duties  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  we  are  recommending  a salary  increase  of 
$25  yearly  to  make  the  salary  of  each  of  the  three  appointed 
members  of  the  Board  $100  per  year;  the  town  clerk,  who  is  by 
law  a member,  receiving  only  his  town  clerk’s  salary.  Total 
appropriation  for  1955  as  recommended  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee should  be  $400,  to  include  the  $300  for  board  salaries 
and  $100  for  forms,  voting  lists,  etc.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley 
Gentlemen: 

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  of  1954: 

In  January  of  1954  the  town  Fire  Department  (with  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Committee)  was  moved  in  the  new  fire 
station  and  soon  thereafter  the  new  600  gallon  tank  fire  truck 
was  received  and  turned  over  to  the  fire  department.  It  was  the 
intention  of  the  department,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  new  truck, 
to  move  the  old  truck  to  the  Myricks  district  and  a place  was 
found  to  garage  it.  However,  it  was  a question  of  drivers  being 
available  especially  during  the  summer  months.  After  con- 
sultation with  members  of  the  fire  department  in  the  Myricks 
district,  it  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  moved  quicker 
by  housing  it  in  the  main  fire  station  where  there  are  more 
drivers  available. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  old  1934  Dodge  truck  and 
chassis  has  long  served  its  purpose  and  is  worn  out.  A 1947 
two-ton  Chevrolet  cab  and  chassis  and  a new  portable  pumper 
were  purchased  late  last  fall  out  of  the  1954  Fire  Department 
appropriations  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  transfer  the  750  gallon  tank  from  the  1934  Dodge  truck  to 
the  1947  Chevrolet  chassis  and  attaching  the  new  portable 
pump  to  it.  By  making  this  move  I am  sure  that  we  will  have 
something  in  reserve  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

Early  in  1954  the  fire  extinguishers  in  the  town  school 
were  inspected  by  a member  of  the  fire  department.  In  the 
late  spring  the  north  end  of  Berkley  Common  and  the  circle 
in  front  of  the  Legion  hall  in  Myricks  were  burned  over. 

During  the  year  1954  there  was  a total  of  27  grass  and 
brush  fires,  6 house  fires  (including  chimney  fires)  and  2 rub- 
bish fires.  No  great  amount  of  damage  was  done  from  the  grass 
and  brush  fires  as  they  were  discovered  and  reported  in  time 
to  keep  them  under  control.  With  the  quick  action  of  the  new 
fire  call  system  and  the  new  truck  the  fire  hazard  was  held  to 
a minimum.  The  Bristol  County  State  fire  warden  and  his 
crew  cleared  out  38  paths  or  approximately  12  miles  in  the 
wooded  sections  ( caused  by  the  hurricanes ) in  the  town  mak- 
ing them  passable  for  fire  equipment  during  the  past  year. 
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I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of 
the  town  for  their  prompt  action  and  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  and  all  others  who  have 
cooperated  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 

There  was  not  a large  sum  of  money  available  for  books 
during  1954  as  it  was  necessary  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the 
Library  building.  Analysis  shows  that  63%  of  the  funds  avail- 
able to  the  committee  were  expended  for  maintenance  of  the 
building,  12%  for  books. 

To  simplify  bookkeeping  and  to  keep  the  budget  in  a 
workable  condition  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  establish  flat 
yearly  salary  rates  for  Librarian  and  Janitor. 

Water  from  the  town  system  has  been  piped  into  the 
building.  Until  there  is  more  widespread  interest  in  the  use  of 
the  Memorial  Hall  for  its  recreational  facilities  little  can  be 
done  to  add  either  conveniences  or  comforts.  The  available 
funds  barely  cover  heating  and  lighting  requirements.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  definite  progress  was  made  in  locat- 
ing a source  of  water  and  the  construction  of  a water  system 
for  use  in  the  Berkley  School. 

The  committee  engaged  the  services  of  Carlton  H.  Manter 
of  Taunton,  Mass.,  an  architect,  to  formulate  plans  for  the 
complete  water  system. 

The  engineering  of  the  system  was  done  by  Whitman  & 
Howard,  Engineers,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  R.  E.  Chapman  Co.,  Oakdale,  Mass.,  made  the  test 
borings  and  also  constructed  a gravel  packed  well  with  a 
yield  of  over  80,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  the 
water  system  were  advertised  for  bids.

* The  vote  transferring  the  state  and  county  shares  of  highway  main- 
tenance programs  from  E.  and  D.  included  the  provision  that 
these  sums  be  returned  to  E.  and  D.  when  received  from  the 
state  and  county. 


In  addition  to  the  usual  votes  setting  salaries  of  elected 
officials,  authorizing  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  and 
authorizing  contracts  with  the  state  and  county  with  regard  to 
highways,  it  was  voted  to  set  up  a planning  board  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  Section  81-A  of  Chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws,  five  members  of  which  are  to  be  first 
elected  in  1955. 

Also  voted  was  the  town’s  opposition  to  the  closing  of 
Jerome  Street,  and  the  following  changes  in  by-laws: 

Sections  2 and  3 of  Article  I of  the  by-laws  were  amended 
to  provide  that  the  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Monday  in  March,  and  the  annual  town  election  on 
the  third  Monday  in  March.  A new  by-law  was  voted,  as 
follows : 
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ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  loam,  sand 
or  gravel  from  any  land  not  in  public  use  without  written  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  except  incidentally  to  the 
construction  or  alteration  of  buildings  thereon,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  improvement  of  said  land  by  planting,  landscap- 
ing or  grading.  The  Board  may  include  in  the  permit  such 
reasonable  conditions,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  neighborhood,  such  as  posting  of  a bond,  cond- 
tions  as  to  distance  from  highways  where  removal  operations 
shall  be  allowed,  the  method  of  removal,  the  re-establishment 
of  ground  levels  and  grades,  and  the  planting  of  the  area  to 
suitable  cover.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  Fifty-Dollars  for  the  first 
offense;  One  Hundred  Dollars  for  the  second  offense;  and 
Two  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense.

Also  voted  was  a transfer  of  $1,000.00  from  the  E.  and  D. 
account  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  but  as  Section  6,  Chapter  40, 
Ceneral  Laws  specificallv  provides  that  an  appropriation  for 
this  fund  may  be  voted  only  at  an  annual  town  meeting, 
this  vote  was  declared  invalid. 

The  meeting  also  voted  to  set  up  a special  committee  to 
investigate  the  school  building  needs  of  the  town,  to  report 
at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

6.  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  DECEMBER  13,  1954

REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
NEEDS  COMMITTEE 


A committee  to  investigate  the  school  building  needs  was 
established  at  a special  town  meeting  held  September  2^ , 1954.  The 
committee  was  directed  to  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  and  ; 
herewith  complies  with  that  directive* 

By  the  article  accepted,  the  membership  in  that  committee 
was  provided  as  follows:  the  three  members  of  the  School  Committee; 

one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  one  member  at  large  both  to  j 
be  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  one  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  one  member  at  large  both  to  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee*  Membership  as  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  is  as  follows: 

Members  of  the  School  Committee:  Maria  E.  D,  Aguas 

Willis  G*  Craw 
Richard  W.  Pilling 

Selectman  and  member  at  large:  No  selectman  appointed 

Effie  W*  Robbins 

Finance  Committee  and  member  at  large:  Warren  L*  Ide

The  committee  organized  by  electing  Richard  W.  Pilling  as 
chairman  and  Elwell  H.  Perry  as  Secretary*  Seven  meetings  have  been 
held  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  one  of  which  was  an  open  forum  type 
meeting  sponsored  by  the  Women Ts  Club. 

The  overcrowded  conditions  that  exist  at  the  Dighton  High 
School  may  in  the  next  few  years  force  that  town  to  discontinue  accept- 
ing tuition  students.  This  means  that  Berkley  has  a potential  problem 
in  providing  an  education  for  our  high  school  puoils.  The  formation 
of  a regional  school  district  holds  many  advantages  to  small  towns 
both  financially  and  educationally . By  sharing  the  expense  with  other 
towns  we  can  provide  a broader  program  for  our  students.  The  State 
will  offer  more  financial  assistance  to  the  construction  of  a regional 
school. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  accept  the  article  to  establish  a 
Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee.  This  committee  v/ill  meet 
with  other  committees  from  surrounding  towns  to  discuss  this  problem* 
Berkley  is  not  the  only  town  having  school  building  problems. 

In  regard  to  the  Grammar  School  situation  it  was  our 
unanimous  decision  that  more  room  was  needed  immediately.  The  problem 
of  how  much  room  is  needed  to  provide  for  the  increasing  enrollments 
and  how  best  to  increase  and  improve  our  school  building  was  discussed 
at  great  lengths.  We  are  of  the -opinion  that  an  eight  grade  school 
should  be  maintained  in  the  town,  providing  that  proper  arrangements 
are  made  to  develop  a suitable  program  for  the  critical  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.

Enrollment  is  the  factor  to  determine  the  size  of  our 
school  building  present  and  future.  The  census  taken  this  year  will 
be  of  assistance  in  this  matter  but  who  can  determine  the  extent  of 
increase  of  new  families  that  may  move  to  our  town.  We  have  taken 
the  number  of  births  recorded  and  the  enrollment  figures  for  a basis 
to  project  an  estimate  into  the  future.  The  result  of  this  figuring 
is  that  by  I960  we  expect  to  have  300  pupils  enrolled  in  grades  one 
through  eight*  This  number  would  require  a minimum  of  ten  classrooms. 

It  is  the  belief  of  this  committee  that  the  best  solution  is 
to  build  a new  school  at  a new  location.  Realizing  that  this  will 
be  a big  financial  burden  to  the  town  we  are  recommending  that  a 
Building  Committee  be  appointed  to  further  investigate  the  situation 
to  determine  if  any  alternative  is  advisable.  We  are  asking  for  a 
sum  of  money  to  enable  this  committee  to  acquire  the  services  of 
engineers  and  architects  to  assist  in  solving  the  problem.  To  spend 
a huge  sum  of  money  to  improve  property  that  cannot  be  further 
developed  would  be  a waste  of  the  original  expenditure. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  co-operation  in 
handling  our  articles  for  the  warrant.  We  also  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  Women Ts  Club  and  to  the  interested  citizens  who 
made  our  open  meeting  possible  and  successful.  It  has  been  a 
pleasant  duty  serving  the  town  in  this  capacity.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The 
fact  that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by 
all  pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report.  Incorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  and 
those  of  the  School  Nurse  and  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Personnel 

After  eleven  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  school  system 
of  this  Union,  Mr.  John  J.  Rolfe  resigned  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  order  to  accept  a similar  position  in  Wareham, 
Mass. 

We  were  fortunate  that  all  of  the  teachers  returned  to 
teach  in  the  fall,  and  Mrs.  Lenore  Beynon  of  Swansea  was 
appointed  to  the  new  position  created  by  the  construction  of 
a classroom  in  the  basement  of  the  school. 

The  Building 

The  added  classroom  constructed  in  the  basement  has 
filled  a great  need  and  is  a most  pleasant  spot  for  the  pupils 
and  the  teacher  to  work.  However,  as  previously  stated  in 
the  report  of  1953  the  state  no  longer  approves  of  basement 
rooms,  and  it  is  necessary  new  classrooms  be  provided  in  the 
near  future.  At  present  a committee  is  very  hard  at  work  study- 
ing all  of  the  needs  of  the  school  system  and  it  will  report  back 
to  the  annual  Town  meeting.  The  situation  demands  the 
attention  of  all. 

The  new  water  supply  has  been  piped  into  the  school, 
but  now  it  is  a question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  pipes  can 
stand  the  higher  pressure. 

If  the  building  is  to  be  properly  maintained  a great  deal 
of  repair  work  should  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

Finances 

The  budget  for  1955  shows  a net  increased  cost  to  the 
town  of  $7,796.72.  The  School  Committee  and  Superintendent 
have  planned  carefully,  but  increased  costs  and  an  increased 
enrollment  have  caused  slight  increases  in  almost  every  item, 
particularly  in  teacher  salaries,  since  it  was  necessary  to  hire 
another  teacher,  and  in  the  accounts  for  books,  supplies,  janitor 
service  and  repairs. 
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The  problems  of  school  building  costs  and  increasing 
operational  costs  are  prevalent  throughout  the  nation.  It  is 
strongly  hoped  that  the  smaller  communities  such  as  Berkley 
may  soon  have  much  needed  aid  from  the  state  and  federal 
governments,  but  legislation  of  this  type  carries  slowly,  and 
frequently  not  at  all. 

Health 

The  health  program  has  been  given  greater  emphasis  by 
the  initiation  of  a program  of  physical  examinations  to  which 
the  parents  are  invited,  and  also  the  nurse  now  works  an 
additional  one-half  day  per  week  in  order  that  she  may  be 
able  to  make  more  house  visits. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  thank  all  the  officials,  school  personnel,  and 
people  of  Berkley  who  have  done  so  much  in  the  few  months 
I have  been  here  to  make  me  sure  that  I shall  enjoy  working 
with  and  for  you  and  your  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Warren

Dear  Mr.  Warren: 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twelfth  annual  report  as 
public  health  nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

Looking  back  over  the  years  I realize  several  changes, 
improvements  and  progress  has  been  made. 

The  enrollment  has  more  than  doubled;  two  class  rooms 
and  teachers  have  been  added,  new  lighting  and  heating  sys- 
tems have  been  installed.  A room  used  by  the  teachers  and 
nurse  was  made.  The  vision  and  hearing  test  have  been 
greatly  improved.  These  improvements  add  to  the  comfort  and 
contribute  towards  a better  health  program. 
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In  the  early  fall  the  school  committee  voted  to  add  an 
extra  half  day  to  the  time  allotted  the  school  nurse.  This  extra 
time  has  been  utilized  in  making  home  visits  and  follow-up 
work. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  given  to  all  pupils. 
Three  pupils  in  the  first  grade  failed  the  test.  All  were  taken 
to  an  eye  specialist  and  are  under  treatment.  Early  recognition 
of  impaired  vision  is  very  important.  Two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  pupils  were  tested.  Nine  pupils  failed  the  test. 

Although  our  dental  program  presents  many  problems 
I consider  it  a very  necessary  and  important  part  of  our  health 
program.  We  have  tried  to  concentrate  our  attention  on  pupils 
who  had  urgent  conditions  existing.  The  result  has  been  very 
gratifying.  More  pupils  have  attended  the  clinic  and  some 
serious  conditions  have  been  corrected.  Dr.  I.  Helfand’s  report 
gives  a record  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year. 

The  usual  clinics  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

The  school  health  program  includes  many  phases  of  child 
health.  Home  visits  are  always  very  satisfying.  This  type  of 
close  contact  with  parents  is  necessary,  so  both  parents  and 
nurse  may  have  a better  understanding  of  any  health  problem 
that  may  develop.  Attending  meetings  and  lectures  on  public 
health  developments,  new  methods  and  general  information 
proves  valuable  in  the  local  school  health  program.
